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MCV  Alumnus  Wins  Nobel  Prize 


Dr.  Baruj  Benacerraf  (medicine 
1945)  was  one  of  three  to  share  the 
1980  Nobel  Prize  in  Medicine  and 
Physiology.  Benacerraf,  chairman 
of  the  Harvard  Department  of 
Pathology  and  president  of  the 
Sidney  Farber  Cancer  Institute  in 
Boston,  shares  the  award  with  Dr. 
George  Snell  of  the  Jackson  Labo- 
ratory in  Bar  Harbor,  Maine,  and 
Dr.  Jean  Daussit  of  the  Im- 
munological Laboratory  of  St. 
Louis  Hospital,  Paris,  France.  The 
prize  was  awarded  for  their  dis- 
coveries on  how  genetically  de- 
termined cell  structures  determine 
whether  a  person  successfully 
combats  cancer  and  other  dis- 
eases. 

Benacerraf  was  at  MCV  from 
1942  to  1945  when  medical  schools 
were  cramming  the  normal  four 
years  of  medical  training  into  three 
because  of  the  war.  It  was,  says 
Benacerraf,  "difficult  to  get  into 
medical  school  then."  He  applied 
to  25  schools,  "but  MCV  was  the 
one  that  accepted  me,"  says  Be- 
nacerraf. "For  that  I  am  eternally 
grateful.  It  is  to  them  that  I  owe 
the  opportunity  to  get  a  medical 
education." 

He  has  been  interested  in  medi- 
cal research  since  his  days  at 
MCV,  when  he  received  his  first 
research  experiences.  "There  was 
scant  opportunity  for  research  be- 
cause of  the  war  and  a  reduced 
faculty,"  he  notes.  But  he  did 
carry  out  some  investigations  with 
Dr.  Black-Schaffer  of  the  pathol- 
ogy department.  Their  findings 
were  never  published,  but  Be- 
nacerraf enjoyed  the  investigative 
aspects  of  medical  research.

Benacerraf  was  close  to  the  top 
of  his  class  academically,  and  his 
former  classmates  remember  him 
as  a  brilliant  and  likable  person. 
Dr.  William  M.  Bruch,  associate 
professor  of  pediatrics  at  MCV, 
notes  Benacerraf  was  a  brilliant 
student;  "the  one  we  felt  would  go 
on  to  greater  things." 

After  earning  his  M.D.  degree, 
he  joined  the  U.S.  Army.  Benacer- 
raf was  to  return  to  MCV  as  a 
house  officer,  but  he  decided  to 
pursue  research. 

Before  joining  Harvard  as 
chairman  of  the  pathology  depart- 
ment, he  held  a  variety  of  faculty 
teaching  positions  and  research/ 
administrative  positions  with 
laboratories. 

Benacerraf  says,  "I  learned 
MCV  provided  an  excellent  edu- 
cation. It  permitted  me  to  compete 
on  an  equal  basis  with  others 
educated  elsewhere." 

His  current  research  earned  him 
the  Nobel  Prize.  Benacerraf,  Snell 
and  Daussit  worked  separately, 


but  were  aware  of  each  other's 
research.  They  studied  how  the 
body's  cells  might  determine 
whether  the  body  fights  or  yields 
to  cancer  causing  elements  or 
infection. 

This  work  has  helped  make 
transplant  operations  safer  and  has 
contributed  to  explaining  why 
some  cancer  cells  are  eliminated 
from  the  body  while  others  re- 
main. 

The  three  showed  that  H  anti- 
gens (Histocompatibility  antigens) 
determine  the  interaction  of  the 
multitude  of  different  cells  respon- 
sible for  the  body's  immunological 
reaction. 

Like  most  Nobel  Prize  winning 
research  their  work  represents  an 
advance  in  basic  knowledge. 
Others  can  now  build  on  their 
work.  A  representative  of  the 
National  Institute  of  Health  notes 
that  people  who  are  genetically 
more  susceptible  to  cancer  may 
someday  be  pinpointed.  This  could 
lead  to  early  diagnosis  of  cancer 
and  better  control  of  the  disease. 

Benacerraf  plans  to  continue  his 
research.  "Research  satisfies 
curiosity;  you  understand  nature 
and  solve  problems,"  he  says.  He 
notes,  "One  does  what  one  feels  is 
useful,  may  it  be  medical  research 
or  clinical  practice,  but  all  areas 
are  important." 

He  also  plans  to  stay  in  contact 
with  friends  he  made  while  at 
MCV.  He  has  returned  for  class 
reunions,  and  says,  "I  will  always 
feel  affection  for  MCV,  and  the 
people  who  helped  me." 


School  of  Pharmacy,  1981

Significant  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
program  in  the  past  decade,  and 
more  changes  should  take  place  in 
this  decade.  More  women  are  in 
the  student  body,  the  new 
Pharm.D.  program  in  the  profes- 
sional area,  and  the  maturation  of 
a  new  pharmacy  practice  cur- 
riculum all  characterize  changes  of 
the  past  decade.  In  this  decade  the 
new  School  of  Pharmacy  building 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1983 
or  1984.  It  has  been  planned  and 
has  its  funding  secured.  This  move 
to  a  new,  larger  facility  assures 
a  modest  expansion  of  the  phar- 
macy program  and  the  number  of 
students  and  faculty. 

PROGRAMS 

The  School  presently  offers  a 
B.S.  degree  in  pharmacy,  a  Pharm. 
D.  degree,  and  M.S.  and  Ph.D. 
graduate  degrees  in  several  phar- 
maceutical sciences.  When  the  fall 
term  opened  275  B.S.  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  final  three 
years  of  the  five-year  course,  and 
there  were  14  Pharm.  D.  students 
and  23  M.S.  or  Ph.  D.  students. 
All  Pharm.  D.  students  had  com- 
pleted a  B.S.  degree  in  pharmacy 
before  enrolling  for  two  intensive 
years  of  instruction.  Most  of  the 
M.S. /Ph.D.  students  plan  to 
pursue  the  Ph.D.  degree  and  are 
enrolled  for  a  four-year  period. 
Even  though  the  M.S.  and  Ph.D. 
programs  have  been  offered  for 
over  25  years,  they  have  been 
modest  in  terms  of  student  en- 
rollment, partly  because  the 
School  has  concentrated  most  of 
its  resources  in  the  undergradu- 
ate areas  of  instruction.  When  the 
Pharm.D.  program  was  initiated 
several  years  ago,  its  enrollment 
was  deliberately  kept  at  a  modest 
level  to  avoid  any  negative  effect 
on  the  B.S.  program.

STUDENT  BODY 

In  1959,  213  B.S.  students  were 
enrolled;  in  1969,  218  students; 
and  in  1979,  276  students.  This 
represents  an  expansion  of  about 
25  percent  over  two  decades.  In 
1959,  out-of-state  residents  com- 
prised 10  percent  of  the  classes, 
but  in  1979,  only  2  percent  were 
nonresidents.  In  1959,  women 
comprised  17  percent  of  the  class, 
but  last  year  the  class  was  53 
percent  women. 

The  majority  of  the  students  in 
1959  enrolled  directly  from  high 
school.  Today  all  students  have 
completed  two  or  more  years  in 
college  before  entering  the  last 
three  years  of  pharmacy.  The  1980 
entering  class  came  from  31  differ- 
ent colleges  and  universities,  and 
23  percent  completed  prepharmacy 
work  at  VCU. 

According  to  recent  enrollment 
statistics,  the  School's  growth  rate 
is  less  than  the  population  growth 
rate  in  the  State.  One  item  should 
be  noted.  The  out-of-state  enroll- 
ment dropped;  this  was  deliberate. 
Steps  were  taken  to  limit  nonresi- 
dent students  when  the  number  of 
Virginia  residents  who  applied 
exceeded  facility  capacity. 

APPLICATIONS 

During  the  late  sixties,  the  num- 
ber of  applications  to  the  School 
began  to  increase.  Prior  to  this 
time,  the  School  had  been  able  to 
accept  almost  all  of  the  qualified 
Virginia  applicants  except  for  a 
five-year  period  following  World 
War  II.  The  facilities  were  ex- 
panded in  1954  allowing  the 
entering  class  size  to  increase  from 
60  to  88  students.  Until  1968 
space  was  available  for  qualified 
students.  Federal  capitation  funds 
allowed  the  School  to  expand 
even  more.  This  allowed  the  first 
year  class  size  to  increase  to  96 
students.  As  the  applicant  pool 
increased,  the  attrition  rate  due  to 
failure  dropped,  and  the  gradu- 
ating class  size  began  to  increase. 

Four  years  ago  the  number  of 
applications  peaked.  Yet,  there 
has  been  no  significant  change  in 
the  quality  of  the  entering  classes. 
Part  of  the  decline  in  the  number 
of  applications  appears  to  be  re-

lated  to  the  decrease  in  the  total 
number  of  pharmacy  applicants 
nationwide.  Other  students  did  not 
apply  because  they  heard  of  the 
admission  "crunch"  and  did  not 
want  to  be  turned  down.  Other 
reasons  for  the  decrease  are  less 
emphasis  on  recruiting  and  college 
admissions  counselors  indicating 
the  pharmacy  profession  is  full. 

Most  pharmacy  students  choose 
MCV  because  of  encouragement 
from  a  pharmacist.  Alumni  have 
been  very  helpful.  Alumni  can 
continue  to  help  the  School  recruit 
by  promoting  the  pharmacy  pro- 
fession at  local  career  days.  Staff 
will  be  glad  to  assist  by  providing 
information,  and  faculty  will  be 
glad  to  talk  to  individual  appli- 
cants, who  wish  to  be  advised 
about  college  courses  and  their 
personal  prospects  for  application 
success. 

Financial  assistance  from  a  vari- 
ety of  sources  is  available  to 
students.  Aid  ranges  from  feder- 
ally guaranteed  loan  programs  to 
School  funds  endowed  by  friends. 
Some  scholarship  assistance  is 
available,  but  most  monetary  sup- 
port is  in  the  form  of  loans. 
Students  who  make  satisfactory 
academic  progress  have  no  real 
problem  finding  assistance  of  some 
kind. 


CURRICULUM 

In  the  mid-sixties  the  School 
expanded  its  MCV  based  required 
hospital  pharmacy  practice  course. 
For  many  years,  students  spent 
100  hours  during  the  senior  year  in 
IV  (intravenous),  compounding, 
manufacturing  and  dispensing  sec- 
tions of  the  pharmacy.  In  1965-66, 
our  first  students  were  sent  into 
patient  areas  on  a  regularly 
scheduled  basis.  This  number  was 
gradually  expanded,  and  in  1972, 
640  hours  of  clerkships  were  re- 
quired for  graduation.  The  student 
now  spends  160  hours  each  in 
community,  hospital  and  acute 
care  settings  with  an  additional  160 
hours  elected  for  community,  hos- 
pital or  other  pharmaceutical  ac- 
tivity. Elective  clerkships  are  lo- 
cated in  associations,  the  Food  & 
Drug  Administration,  Veterans 
Administration,  A.  H.  Robins,  the 
Indian  Health  Service  and 
specialized  pharmacies.  There  are 
140  pharmacists  involved  in  in- 
structing students  in  these 
clerkships.  The  majority  are 
alumni,  and  we  are  grateful  for 
their  contributions  to  this  activity. 
After  pharmacists  have  worked  in 
the  clerkship  program  for  two 
years,  they  are  evaluated  for  clini- 
cal faculty  status,  and  nearly  100 
appointments  are  currently  held. 
These  clerkships  are  more  inten- 
sive than  externships,  which 
Boards  require  for  licensure.  Stu- 
dents are  expected  to  achieve 
specified  competencies  and  are 
evaluated  very  closely. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Dr.  Werner  Lowenthal  serves  as 
Director  of  Continuing  Education 
in  Pharmacy.  During  the  1979-80 
year,  he  helped  develop  programs 
reaching  870  pharmacists  in  30 
different  meetings  and  seminars. 
Additionally,  cassette  programs 
and  courses  were  sent  out  to  49 
persons.  The  School  periodically 
surveys  alumni  to  determine  what 
programs  are  wanted,  and  when 
and  where  they  should  be  offered. 
Still,  the  response  to  some  of  these 
programs  has  been  poor,  and  some 
had  to  be  cancelled.  Last  year  the 
School  lacked  about  $12,000  in 
meeting  expenses.  The  State  now

requires  115  percent  of  the  pro- 
gram's expenses  be  earned 
through  the  course  fees.  Out-of- 
pocket  expenses  were  met,  but  the 
revenue  fell  short  of  the  total 
requirement.  In  order  to  meet  the 
deficit,  funds  were  diverted  from 
other  programs.  Even  if  all  alumni 
contributions  had  been  used  to 
affect  this  shortage,  the  program 
still  would  have  been  short  by 
more  than  $6,000.  In  order  to 
improve  these  course  offerings, 
alumni  input  is  needed.  Any 
suggestions  would  be  appreciated. 

FACULTY  AND  FACILITIES 

Many  of  the  faculty  are  nation- 
ally recognized  for  their  scholarly 
activities  and  professional 
achievements.  The  35.55  full-time 
equivalent  (FTE)  faculty  consists 
of  39  persons.  Last  year  more  than 
$300,000  came  to  the  School  in 
support  of  research  and  instruc- 
tion. These  amounts  should  in- 
crease even  though  federal  capita- 
tion funding  is  decreasing  and  the 
competition  for  available  funds 
continues  to  grow. 

Some  time  in  1983  or  1984  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  will  move  into 
a  new  building.  It  will  be  located 
across  the  street,  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Juvenile  Court  Building.  A 
modest  expansion  in  enrollment  is 
expected  at  that  time,  since  the 
building  will  be  large  enough  to 
accommodate  an  entering  class  of 
125  students  in  the  B.S.  program, 
32  in  the  Pharm.D.  program  and  a 
total  of  40  in  M.S.  and  Ph.D. 
programs.  These  enrollment 
figures  are  realistic  and  conserva- 
tive. MCV  has  the  only  pharmacy 
school  in  the  state  and  the  state's 
population  is  growing  at  a  greater 
rate  than  the  national  average. 
This  increase  in  class  size  would 
necessitate  only  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  faculty.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  the  quality  of  the 
educational  experiences  will  be 
improved  in  the  new  and  modern 
environment.  This  building  will 
permit  the  expansion  and  enrich- 
ment of  our  activities;  space  will 
be  available  for  seminars,  student 
activities  and  for  the  faculty.  The 
outlook  for  the  future  is  positive.

THE  FUTURE 

Several  years  ago,  an  intense 
debate  developed  within  profes- 
sional circles  about  the  five-year 
B.S.  versus  the  six-year  Pharm.D. 
as  the  basic  entrance  degree  into 
pharmacy  practice.  The  School 
decided  to  maintain  the  B.S.  de- 
gree and  to  continue  to  offer  the 
Pharm.D.  as  an  option.  Although 
this  view  was  not  unanimously 
accepted  by  the  faculty  or  by 
pharmacists,  it  appears  to  have 
been  a  wise  decision,  since  aca- 
demics and  pharmacists  through- 
out the  country  are  again  studying 
the  impact  of  a  decision  to  go  "all 
Pharm.D." 

A  new  Dean  will  head  the 
School  as  of  July  1,  1981.  This 
change  may  bring  some  organiza- 
tional changes  and  new  areas  of 
instructional  emphases.  The  im- 
pact of  computers,  the  availability 
of  funding  for  health  care  costs, 
and  the  new  ways  of  delivering 
health  care  are  areas  which  affect 
the  School  and  the  pharmacy 
profession  and  are  areas  which 
may  need  a  change  of  instructional 
emphasis. 

The  School  is  on  the  brink  of 
being  nationally  recognized  for 
excellence  in  the  areas  of  research 
and  scholarship.  Our  unique  re- 
lationships with  the  Department  of 


Pharmacy  Services  in  MCV  Hos- 
pitals will  help  us  continue  in  this 
role  as  a  leader  in  clinical  service 
and  research. 

Alumni  can  continue  to  help  the 
School  maintain  a  leadership  role 
and  to  improve  the  pharmacy 
curriculum.  The  graduate  program 
needs  financial  help,  and  state 
funding  falls  short  in  meeting  the 
costs  of  the  clerkship  program. 
Further,  enrichment  programs  are 
needed  for  both  the  students  and 
the  faculty.  The  School  needs 
continued  support  to  equip  the 
new  pharmacy  building.  And  addi- 
tional resources  are  needed  to 
recruit  students  and  to  develop 
special  lectures  and  programs. 

The  formation  of  the  Pharmacy 
Alumni  Division  will  focus  on  the 
School's  and  the  alumnus'  needs 
and  how  these  needs  can  be  met 
through  cooperation.  This  may  be 
the  most  significant  alumni  de- 
velopment of  the  past  thirty  years, 
because  communication  and  un- 
derstanding between  the  School 
and  its  alumni  constituency  is 
important  to  the  School's  good 
health.  I  am  sure  a  new  dean  will 
make  this  a  priority  item.  Last 
year  alumni  and  friends  contrib- 
uted $10,432.61  to  the  School.  Of 
this  amount  $4,170.00  was  de- 
signed for  unrestricted  use  in 
support  of  education  and  research. 
The  balance,  for  the  most  part, 
went  to  scholarship  and  loan 
funds.  The  opportunity  to  move 
ahead  has  never  been  better  than 
right  now.

Dr.  Edward  James  Wiley  M  '56 
A  New  President 

The  1981  MCV  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation's president  became  in- 
volved with  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  because  of  a  telephone 
call.  E.  James  Wiley  (medicine 
1956)  had  been  active  in  the 
association  on  a  limited  basis,  but 
four  or  five  years  ago  he  was  asked 
to  serve  on  the  association's  Board 
of  Trustees.  "I  felt  privileged  to  be 
asked  and  felt  that  if  I  could  help  I 
would,"  says  Wiley. 

Since  the  initial  request,  which 
marked  the  beginning  of  an  active 
involvement  in  the  association,  he 
has  served  as  liaison  between  the 
alumni  association  and  the  School 
of  Medicine,  and  in  1979  as 
chairman  of  the  Reunion  Commit- 
tee and  as  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee member.  His  talents  for  ad- 
ministration and  organization  were 
also  utilized  on  the  nominating  and 
finance  committees. 

"The  last  several  years  have 
been  hectic  ones  for  the  associa- 
tion," says  Wiley,  "with  the  re- 
lationship between  the  alumni 
association  and  VCU  being  the 
major  emphasis." 
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Pharmacy  Building 


According  to  Wiley,  problems 
alumni  have  with  the  relationship 
are  due  to  communications.  He 
notes  that  alumni  who  understand 
the  agreement  are  for  the  agree- 
ment. And  those  who  have  had 
problems  with  the  relationship  to 
VCU  are  gradually  learning  the 
agreement  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
both  parties. 

"The  six  school  divisions  have 
also  raised  questions,"  says 
Wiley.  "What  is  not  understood  is 
that  these  divisions  will  not  take 
over  the  general  functions  of  the 
alumni  association.  Instead  they 
will  compliment  the  organization 
by  allowing  better  communications 
between  an  alumnus  and  his 
school." 

Wiley  feels  that  the  transition 
period  may  last  as  long  as  four  or 
five  years,  during  which  time  the 
functions  of  each  entity  will  be 
worked  out  and  defined. 

His  goals  for  the  next  year 
include  the  strengthening  of  the 
chapters  and  the  divisions.  He 
believes  alumni  need  these  com- 
munication sources  not  only  to 
learn  about  specific  university  and 
school  needs,  but  also  in  order  for 
the  university  to  learn  about  the 
needs  of  alumni. 

One  area  he  feels  strongly  about 
is  the  need  for  alumni  to  know 
specific  areas  where  their  con- 
tributions are  needed  and  how 
these  monies  will  be  used  to  assist 
students. 

His  hope  is  that  by  the  end  of 
his  term  an  esprit  de  corps  will 
again  be  prevalent  among  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  mem- 
bers. "If  the  members  are  actively 
working  together  for  the  good  of 
MCV,  then  I'll  have  met  my 
goals,"  says  Wiley. 

Construction 

The  new  $10,000,000  pharmacy 
building  is  becoming  a  reality. 
Plans  have  been  completed,  and 
construction  bids  have  been  re- 
quested. 

The  ground  breaking  for  the 
building  should  take  place  in  late 
March,  with  completion  scheduled 
for  late  1983  or  early  1984. 

The  building  is  designed  with  the 
best  in  research  and  teaching 


laboratories.  General  use  phar- 
macy laboratories  will  be  located 
on  the  second  through  fifth  floors. 
These  are  multi-purpose  labs 
which  can  be  expanded  as  needed 
to  meet  either  teaching  or  research 
needs.  The  two  top  floors  of  the 
seven-story  building  will  have 
larger  pharmacology  laboratories 
designed  for  research. 

Other  special  features  are  the 
two  large  classrooms  and  the 
animal  care  facility. 


Cancer  Center 
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New  Hospital 


Construction  began  on  the 
Cancer  Center  addition  to  North 
Hospital.  When  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1982,  the  addition  will 
provide  for  the  expansion  of  the 
radiation  therapy  and  joint  cancer 
clinic  areas.  Educational  program 
space,  administrative  offices,  and 
clinical  research  laboratories  will 
also  be  located  in  the  addition. 

The  new  radiation  therapy  and 
clinic  areas  will  join  the  existing 
facilities.  The  two  floors  of  labo- 
ratory space  will  consolidate  re- 
search activities  now  spread 
throughout  the  major  buildings  on 
the  campus. 


The  new  hospital  is  80  percent 
complete.  The  536-bed  facility  will 
be  finished  by  the  end  of  1981. 

It  is  expected  the  building  will 
be  totally  operational  within  four 
to  six  months  after  construction  is 
completed. 

The  eleven-floor  facility  will 
enable  the  consolidation  of  the 
four  emergency  room  facilities  and 
of  the  intensive  care  units. 

Each  floor  of  the  hospital  is  for  a 
specialized  area  of  medicine. 


After  the  new  hospital  is  opera- 
tional, plans  include  the  moving  of 
all  patients  out  of  South  and  East 
Hospitals.  Then  North  Hospital 
will  be  vacated  for  renovation  and 
the  addition  of  a  new  wing.  This 
new  wing  will  face  the  new  Cancer 
Center.  The  modernization  plan 
also  includes  the  installation  of  a 
new  energy  efficient  "skin." 

Once  North  Hospital's  re- 
modeling is  completed,  West  Hos- 
pital will  be  used  for  academic  and 
health  science  expansion. 
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Water  Starts  and  Stops 
Seizure 

The  patient  is  having  a  violent 
seizure,  induced  by  an  injection. 
The  doctor  gives  another  injection 
and  the  attack  stops  as  suddenly  as 
it  started.  The  patient  becomes 
calm,  and  the  doctor  discovers 
that  she  does  not  have  epilepsy  or 
an  organic  disorder  of  the  brain. 
The  attack,  which  looked  real,  was 
started  and  stopped  by  injections 
of  water.  The  patient's  problem  is 
now  diagnosed  as  psychological 
because  of  the  test  performed  at 
the  MCV  Hospitals. 

Neurologists  at  the  School  of 
Medicine  developed  the  tests  as  a 
means  of  differentiating  between 
true  seizures  and  other  attacks  that 
mimmick  seizures.  They  estimate 
2  to  5  percent  of  people  who 
have  what  appear  to  be  seizures 
are  actually  suffering  from 
psychological  conditions. 

"Hysterical  attacks  are  just  as 
disruptive  as  real  seizures  to  the 
lives  of  those  who  have  them," 
says  Dr.  Cary  G.  Suter,  chairman 
of  the  neurology  department  at 
MCV.  "There's  no  need  for  a 
person  with  hysterical  seizures  to 
take  medicine  for  it.  They  need 
psychological  or  psychiatric  coun- 
seling." 

He  says  that  patients  who  are 
suspected  of  having  hysterical  at- 
tacks rather  than  seizures  are 
asked  to  take  the  test  after  other 
methods  of  diagnosing  their  condi- 
tion have  been  inconclusive.  The 
test  works,  he  says,  because 
people  who  are  prone  to  hysteria 
are  highly  susceptible  to  sugges- 
tion. 

Dr.  Suter  and  Dr.  Robert  J. 
Cohen  (medicine  1976)  have  tested 
60  patients  at  MCV  Hospitals 
since  spring,  1978,  using  what  they 
call  the  "saline  infusion  test  with 
suggestion."  All  were  suspected  of 
having  hysterical  attacks  rather 
than  real  seizures,  and  the  test 
proved  this  in  51  cases.  The 
doctors  reported  their  findings  at 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Neurological  Association  and 
the  American  Society  of  Elec- 
troencephalography . 

"Most  of  the  patients  are  re- 
lieved to  know  that  they  do  not 
have  an  organic  malady  as  the 
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cause  of  their  attacks,"  notes  Dr. 
Cohen.  "Some  of  them  stop  hav- 
ing attacks  when  they  learn  the 
cause  is  psychological,  others  take 
a  program  of  counseling.  None 
have  felt  that  they  have  been 
tricked." 

Dr.  Cohen  explained  that  people 
who  have  real  seizures  almost 
always  have  indications  on  an 
EEG  test.  If  the  EEG  does  not 
show  abnormal  electrical  activity 
when  the  patient  feels  a  seizure 
coming  on,  during  one,  or  just 
after  one,  the  seizures  are  likely  to 
be  hysterical  rather  than  organic  in 
cause. 

To  see  whether  the  saline  infu- 
sion test  would  trigger  real  sei- 
zures, eight  patients  who  were 
known  to  have  real  seizures  vol- 
unteered to  take  the  test.  None 
had  attacks  of  any  kind,  according 
to  the  doctors. 

Of  the  two  million  people  in  the 
United  States  who  have  seizures, 
40,000  to  100,000  of  them  really 
are  having  hysterical  attacks,  es- 
timate the  MCV  doctors.  They  say 
real  seizures  have  numerous 
causes,  including  heredity, 
strokes,  brain  injury,  chemical 
toxicity  and  tumors.  In  rare  cases, 
patients  now  having  hysterical 
attacks  initially  had  real  seizures. 
Some,  the  doctors  say,  have  both. 

Honorees 

Members  of  Beta  Sigma  Phi  of 
Richmond,  local  chapter  of  a 
national  service  sorority,  were 
honored  for  their  contributions  to 
the  obstetrics  and  gynecology  de- 
partment of  the  MCV  Hospitals. 

During  a  tour  Beta  Sigma  Phi 
members  had  an  opportunity  to 
view  a  portable,  real-time  ul- 
trasound machine  which  the  group 
donated  to  MCV  in  1978,  and 
completed  payments  on  this  fall. 
The  $25,000  machine  uses  sound 
waves  to  take  motion  pictures  of  a 
baby's  movements  while  it  is  still 
in  the  mother's  womb.  It  is  used  to 
determine  the  number  of  babies,  as 
a  monitor  during  labor,  and  as  a 
diagnostic  tool  for  birth  defects. 

Dr.  Fay  Redwine  (medicine 
1974)  and  Dr.  Robert  Petres,  of  the 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  depart- 
ment, say  that  the  equipment 
donated  by  Beta  Sigma  Phi  is  used 
daily  and  serves  several  important 
medical  roles  in  fetal  testing. 


"With  this  apparatus  MCV  physi- 
cians have  been  able  to  demon- 
strate for  the  first  time  fetal  heart 
action  and  fetal  breathing  action," 
say  Drs.  Redwine  and  Petres. 
"Also,  it  has  been  used  to  detect 
fetal  bowel  obstruction,  fetal  hy- 
drocephaly, and  cardiac  rhythm 
irregularities.  And  it  has  allowed 
intrauterine  fetal  blood  transfu- 
sions for  Rh  negative  patients, 
without  having  to  expose  the 
mother  or  child  to  prolonged  x-ray 
exposure." 

Updike  Scholarship/Loan 

The  MCV  Foundation  has  an- 
nounced the  establishment  of  the 
Glenn  B.  Updike,  Sr.  Scholar- 
ship/Loan Fund  for  use  primarily 
by  pharmacy  students.  Contribu- 
tions to  the  fund  have  been  made 
by  pharmacists  and  friends  of 
Updike  and  by  the  Updike  family. 

The  move  to  establish  the  fund 
began  in  1974  in  Danville,  Virginia, 
by  Updike's  friends,  particularly 
members  of  the  Southside  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  who 
wished  to  honor  him  for  his 
service  to  the  pharmacy  profession 
and  to  the  community. 

Updike,  now  retired,  is  88  years 
old  and  still  maintains  an  avid 
interest  in  public  and  professional 
affairs. 

PTs  Win  A.  D.  Williams 

Ellen  Douglas  Oliver  and 
Jo  Anne  Wachsman,  seniors  in  the 
department  of  physical  therapy  at 
MCV,  were  presented  the  A.  D. 
Williams  Scholarship  Award. 

They  will  share  the  scholarship, 
which  is  made  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  faculty  members.  It  is 
presented  to  a  student(s)  who 
maintains  superior  academic  per- 
formance and  professional  stan- 
dards, and  has  overall  potential  as 
a  future  physical  therapist. 

Cytotechnologist  Award 

An  MCV  cytotechnologist, 
Linda  A.  Barnes,  (certificate 
cytotechnology  1974)  has  been 
named  winner  of  the  Cytotech- 
nologist Award  of  the  American 
Society  of  Cytology  for  1980. 

The  award,  presented  at  the 
society's  28th  Annual  Scientific 


Meeting  in  Boston,  was  given  for 
the  best  presentation  of  a  scientific 
paper  at  the  Scientific  Platform 
Sessions.  Barnes'  research  was 
conducted  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  Volker  Schneider,  assistant 
professor  of  pathology  at  MCV. 

The  research  was  conducted  to 
make  it  easier  to  distinguish  be- 
tween normal  and  cancerous  cells 
in  pregnant  women.  During  preg- 
nancy hormones  in  a  woman's 
body  create  cellular  changes  which 
can  be  mistaken  for  cancer  cells  in 
a  pap  smear.  Barnes'  research  for 
the  past  two  years  has  been  on 
the  nature  of  these  cellular 
changes  and  how  they  can  be 
distinguished  from  atypical  cells 
associated  with  cancer.
